Tells the Story of HOTV Tom CoJIln* Mode

Thomas Collins, a moulder, is the man 


who made the counterfeit money discov- 
ered in a vacant 
hotel 
at 
Lakeside 


south of this city, and he is located at 
South. Pullman, Illinois. Mathins Peter 
Xicscn, another moulder, kncrw Collins 
was making the money and saw him 
cast it, and failed to inform the police 
because he did not want his friend to 
get in trouble. Frank Rronnciikaiit, 
third moulder, and well known in vhc 
city, is also in the hands of the polio?, 
on' suspicion Unit he made five . cent 
pieces, used them in slot machines and 
that he knew all about Collins making 
the money. A number of other names 
arc in the, hands of the police, of men 
who are supposed to have visited the 
hotel and know about the counterfeiting 
going on. This much the police have 
done in ferreting out the gang. 


Outside of the $17.50; pieces of metal: 


plaster of Paris nnd au iron ladle, noth- 
ing move has been recovered by the offi 
cers, although every nook and corner of 
the hotel building has 
been 
searched. 


The, metal used, and the ladle for melting 
it, were taken from the factory of Ine 
Kacine Malleable. & Wrought Iron Co., 
located at Lakeside. Of the money nude 
it is known that nickels were dropped 
into slot machines; half dollar was pass- 
ed upon a merchant not kno-vvn; at- 
tempts were made to pa-ss a dollar and 
twenty-five cent piece at Peter Kerstws 
saloon, but was not successful, the bar 
tender refusing to take it. The officers 
expect to find where other pieces of the 
bogus mony was got rid of. 


Matliias Petnr Nicsen was^takcn in by 


tho police last night and puf'through the 
sweHt bojf. At first he denied all knowl- 
edge of the counterfeit money except that 
he saw Collins have dies and m&lt mc.t.ul 
in the basement of the -hotel nt Lakeside. 
Gradually ho told his story,-but em- 
phatically denied that, he had ever recsiv.- 
ed one cent of tlui money or that he 
ever attempted to pass any of it. 


When Nicnen got down to 
business, 


after dodging around for half «n hour, 
ho said: 


My name is Mathias Peter Nicsen. I 


am a moulder by trade and have lived 
in Tincinc about ten years. Most of the 
lime .1. •have been working at my trado. 
Of lute I hn.vc bcon doing almost any 
kind of work and last employed in the 
eabhnse fields. To tell the truth I did 
see Collins make the counterfoil money. 
it ivas one Saturday, night list May. .1. 
entered the. hotel basomcnt. at Lakeside. 
Collins was melting metal in the furnace. 


the window sill there were dies. He 


U times the babbitt run cold and he 
lad to try the quarters a number of 
times and finally .succeeded, 
f 
don't 


know how much there wa-=. probably 
,hrce quarters and three nickels. 1 ran- 
nol; tay for siir ewhctlicr he made dollars 
nnd half dollars. Collins never told me 
not say for sure whether he made dollars 
when he was half drunk he told me he 
passed a half dollar in some store and a 
quarter at Peter Ker'sten's saloon. He did 
not say what store, 
I do not know- 


where he kept the dies. He kept them 
secreted. I don't know to this day where, 
he kept them. 
I only saw him make 


money once. 
Tom Collins is his name 


and lie came to Hacine in March 1SOO. \ 
thought 01 reporting the matter to the 
police from time to time, but he was 
my friend and I did not want to make 
him trouble. As long as t hod nothing 
to do with it, I did not think I would 
get into trouble. The counterfeit money 
recovered by the ofliccrs was shown Nic- 
sen. 


He said: I have never seen anything 


of this. Collins might have made many 
more pieces the day I was there. Honest 
to God I never helped him. Frank l!ron- 
iienkant was not there that day. 1 never 
saw him there when money was made. 
Once he was there when we hail hnlf a 
keg of beer nd others were there nlso. 
T cannot say that Collins and Hronnen- 
kant ever talked together about making 
money in my presence, 
Collins and f. 


•ere "nlone in the basement, I swear to 


God I was only there oucc when Collins 
made money. He never gave me any of 
the money; he never offered me ;iny an1. 
I never handled n, piece of it in my life. 
I Imv slept with Collins nnd I have been 
in room 14 and slept there. I have been 
around with Collins more or less for 
months. He seldom said anything to me 
about making the money, but upon one. 
occasion told me he mode it. 
I never 


made any and never tried. Tho first ti.no 
he told me was in last May or June. I 
did not believe him and thought he was 
joshing. I did not sec him mix the plas- 
ter of Paris or make the dies.

APPALLING 


DISASTER AT 


Terrific 5torm Brings De- 
struction to the Gulf City. 


5,000 Lives Lost and Death Roll May 


Even Exceed This Number. 


Railroad and Telegraphic Communication Cut Off 


From Doomed City—Property Loss $10,000,000 


—Relief Forces Appeal for Aid-^-Qulf Towns 


Hard Hit—Desolation Everywhere. 


DALLAS, Tex., Sept. 10.—The Hous- 


ton & Texas Central Railroad officials at 
noon received bulletins from, their gen- 
oral offices in Houston 'that the loss of 
life wil-1 reach three thousand in Galves- 
ton. The Misuouri, Kansas & Texas re- 
lief forces near GaJvesion and along the 
coast telegraphed at moor, that the loss 
of life will not -be loss ih'an five thousand 
and may reach ten thousand. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., Sept. 10.—Tho 


following message was received from Mr. 
Hnyes, a newspaper correspondent well 
known throughout the South: "Houston. 
—•Jnst arrived from Galveston by boat. 
Tlu> storm destroyed ten millions oi prop- 
erty, and fifteen hundred lives were lost. 
National aid is -asked for." 


GALVESTON, Tex., Sept. 10.—Six hun- 


dred to a -thousand persons killed, t/he 
city almost in ruins, with the wharf 
•front entirely gone, every ocean steamer 
stranded, dea't-h and destruction on cvory 
hand, with a money -loss that cannot be 
estimated now, as far as can be learned 
this is the result of the appalling calam- 
ity that has befallen Galveston. 


"The' great slorm lias left lier helpless, 


and the stricken people arc compelled 
•to appeal to the outside world for aid. 
An accurate account of the dead is im- 
possible now, and the real number of 
killed will probably never be known. The 
waterworks is in ruins, cisterns blown 
out, and fho Inck of water w one of the 
most serious ot the present troubles. 


The electric light and telegraph poles 


are nearly all prostrated. The streets 
are littered with every conceivable char- 
acter of debris, and there is hardly a 
habitable house in the entire city. Nearly 
eveiy business house is badly damaged. 
The schools, churches, elevators, ware- 
houses, electric light plant and cotton 
factory arc in ruins. 


From Tromont to H street, thonca to 


the beach, not a vestige of a residence- is 
to be seen. The steamer Alamo lies upon 
the top of the Miullory wharf, a big Eng- 
lish 
cotton-laden 
steamer 
is driven 


ashoro at Texas City, and other vessels 
are aground in different places of the 
bay, some 'hopelessly wrecked. 


WATERS COVER THE CITY. 


In the 'business section of tho cfty tlis 


water was frotu three to ten feet Heep in 
the stores, and atocks of all kinds, in- 
cluding foodstuffs, are a total loss. 


During Saturday night it was a com- 


mon sight to see women and children 
emerging from their homes, duzed and 
Weeding' from wounds, and .wading- neck 
deep, with baties in their arm*.- 


To add 'to tTie calamity the city is cut 


off entirely from the world. The-tale- 
graph -lines we down, the cable connecting 
Galveston with Mexico is cut. At'Texas 
City the wharves are' destroyed and t/he 
•water front is littered with ruins. Threo 
lives were lost. The railway track is 
washed away, and 'the only exit ia by 
foot and conveyance to La Marque. 


The storm commenced raging -between 


9 and 10 o'clock Saturday morning, and 
by noon the waters from the Gulf -had 
inundated the islund ,as far inland as 
Twelfth street. From there the- waters 
gradually readied farthet inland, ri.sing 
about fifteen-inches an hour.-. At 6 p. m. 
there was thirty-six inches of water in 
•the. lobbies of the Tremont .hotel, tho 
highest point in the city. 


After 9 p. m. 'the water gradually re- 


ceded, but the wind was cyclonic in force, 
reaching a velocity o-f 84 miles an hour, 
and then the instrument at the govern- 
ment observatory was wrecked. 


Dr. West, ono of the most prominent 


physicians, -was drowned near the Rosen- 
,bcrg . school building, whither he had 
gone to attend a patient. As soon as 
d«ylig!ht c'ame Snd- the wind abated the 
work of rescue .and search-ing for tho 
dead commenced.

A report from. St. Mary's infinnat^

The Rosenberg school house, 


w<hich was chosen as a place of refuge by 
a number of people, collapsed. Some of 
those who had taken refuge escaped— 
•how many cannot -be told. 


As Sunday morning dawned the streets 


were lin«d with people, half-clad, crippled 
in every conceivable manner, hobbling to 
where they could receive the attention-of 
physicians for themselves and summon 
aid for friends and relatives who could 
not move. 


Tho houses of all prominent citizens 


which escaped destruction were turned 
into hospitals, as well as the -leading ho- 
tels. 
There is scarcely a house which 


was left stand-ing that does not contain 
one or more dead, as well as many in- 
jured. 


100 SOLDIERS AMONG DEAD. - 


The loss of life among the soldiers in 


the 'barracks, which were destroyed, must 
.have 'been fully a hundred. At 11:30 
Sunday morning the water had receded 
from tho highest portion of the city, but 
the streets near the bay front still con- 
tained from two and a half to three 
feet of water. 


ThC'Gnlvcston News, office is flooded,

On the water front the destruction to 


'property is almost as great as on the 
beach, though the loss of life is not 
nearly so large. The wharves of the Mai- 
lory company and the Galveston Wharf 
company are nlno gone, and the great 
wharves of the Southern Pacific company 
are damaged to the extent of $00,000. 


The Norwegian steamship Gila, the 


British stcaracrships Tauntqn and Mex- 
ican, and another big ship aro stranded 
in tho bay. Of the small shipping only 
a few 'boats are left. 
The Pensacola 


was in port when the storm began, but 
Master Simmon put to sea in the teeth 
of the brewing storm, and it is feared the 
boat and crew of thirty-nix are lost. 


In the business portion of the city the 


damage cannot 'be even approximated or 
estimated. Wholesale houses along the 
Strand -had aboui seven feet of water on 
their ground floors, and all window panes 
and glass protectors of »U kinds were 
demolished.

ambushed by a party of insurgents and 
Pears fell bleciing from half a 
dozen 


wounds. His comrades escaped, but » 
terrible fa-tc remained for the 
leader. 


Wounded to death, he was taken up bj; 
the rebels and carried to the camp, where 
his gun and belt were taken from him 
and his cars cut off. He was then left 
to die without aid or attention. 


When the five mrn who 
had 
been 


with Pears returned to the lines and told 
the story of the death of the leader of 
the party, the men went out in all dirt: 
tions and managed to capture one of the 
insurgents who had been connected with 
the killing of Pears. All wanted 
to 


avenge the death of their comrade, but 
the officers interfered and the insurjfent 
was. turned over to the guards and two 
dnys later he succeeded in making his 
escape. After several days, the body oi 
the Kenosha soldier was found and bur- 
ied with all the honors he had won by.

I have seen 
corn ground sown that was dry and 
cloddy and full' of weeds, and the 
spring tooth lian-ow would do nothing 
more than roll the clod over. .Wheat 
was thea drilled among the clods, 
leaving half of it in sight on top q* 
the ground. \Vheat sown in this waj 
ought to fall. 


In order to make a success of corn

Cutting, cul- 
tivating and sowing are going on. all 
at the same time. Tills is necessary) 
on account of. the lateness of the sea-; 
son. 
We aim ro have enough cnttera 


to keep the drill busy. 


Corn, husking should begin as soon 


as possible and fodder taken off be-« 
fore ra.ins set in, for it is very discouri 
aging to have to. drive much on tho 
prouud while soft. All haste should ba 
made and every advantage taken td 
get the field' clear at the earliest mo« 
ment. If shocks are removed In a rea-< 
sensible time, there will not be mucM 
space lost where they stood. Tha 
wheat will come np well In tho edgea 
of the shock, and the space unoccupied 
at harvest time will be almost unno-j 
ticeable. But If the shocks stand lata 
the waste spaces will be much larger. 
The fodder, after busking, should be 
removed as soon as possible, as tha 
shocks are large and will Injure con-j 
siderable wheat.

A More Hopofnl View. 


At this point, Interrupting Mr. Coop- 


er's discussion, I insert another esti- 
mate of the Crawford county plan by 
Mr. Tnleott Williams of the Philadel- 
phia Press. 
He writes me: 


"It Is the universal opinion in this 


stiitt? that the C'niwford county sys- 
tem, us It Is called, does more for a 
machine than any other Questionable 
device. It saddles t-he cost of a gen- 
eral election on the party, and all the 
dIHk'iilty of getting imod men to neg- 
lect their business to go to the polls, 
which bad men find It their profit to 
attend.

with the results stated. Indeed, the 
stated results herein described, and 
the methods lending up to them, are 
the most general and popular. Their 
defects have been plainly stated. 


Contract* Control In the Clttn. 


"In the gre.it cities of Philadelphia 


and PlttKlmrg contracts control all lo- 
cal politics. The men behind the con- 
tracts .'md those fed by them, the lit- 
tle and the great, nnd the men who 
are given municipal places (and there 
are S.TOO of these In Philadelphia) ns 
a ruie rm: the primaries of both par- 
ties, and the better citizens stny awfly, 
occasionally making a fight at

try, and now cornea Sweden with an 
offer of a government loan of $10,000,- 
000. Tho Swedish loan is a compara- 
tively Email one, but the offer neverthe- 
less i"s highly significant of the changes 
that have taken place in international 
financial conditions in tho last few 
years. 


The Swedish loan consists of an issue 


of $10,000,000 of bonds bearing interest 
for 10 years from Aug. 15, 1900, to Ang. 
15, 1010, at 4 per cent psr annum, and 
after that date at 3>j per cent per aa- 
nn«., the Swedish national debt office 
binding itsolf not to redeem the bonds 
before Aug. 15, 1920. On and after 
this date the loan may be redeemed at 
par, subject to throe months' notico. 
The loan is created by the national debt 
offloo (Biksgaldskontoret), by resolu- 
tion of Juno H8, 1000, under tho au- 
thority of tho regulations passed by the 
Swedish diet May 14, 1000. These, reso- 
lutions have received royal sanction by 
decree issued Jane 39. 
The loan is 


made with a viow largely to the cou- 
•truction of railroads "in the kingdom.

Kopt on «fce F»ra In »n Erery««T 


War For: Homo U«e. 


Tlrere has been a good deal said In 


the papers about Belgian hares, and 
there Is more and: more Interest de- 
veloped in their breeding, wiilch is 
largely by those who are interested In 
selling stock at fancy prices; but there 
has been almost nothing from tee 
everyday side of the business, accord- 
ing to H. B. Van Deman. who pro- 
ceeds to supply this omission by the 
following in Rural New Yorker: 


"We have been keeping Belgian hares 


lit our farm for several years just au 
any other animals are-kept, and almost 
entirely for home use.1 We have tried 
to keep up the blood and think we have 
some good Rtoclt, but we have none 
that we arc foolish enough to ask or 
pay hundreds of dollars for, or any 
ot.uer exorbitant price; although we 
have Iiad sonic to weigh from eight to 
nine pounds each and of good style 
and color. We kill and eat them at 
any time of year, Just as we do chick- 
ens or any other farm stock, and we 
have never kept anything that has giv- 
en less trouble and more profit. 
The 


old ones are too strongly flavored to be 
very good In siimmw and we use them 
only lij winter, but the young ones are 
excellent nt any time. 


'They will eat aliaost anything that 


is good for a cow and some things thnt 
slie woald not touch. Many kinds of 
weeds scorn to suit their taste exactly. 
We give our rabbits the tops and 
scraps of garden vegetables, potatoes, 
sweet potatoes, apple parings, cores 
raid almost 'any refuse fruits. 
They 


like prralns and ground feed and fatten 
on It. In winter we give them prun- 
Inxs from tho fruit trees, which they 
relish, and these doubtless act ns a 
tonic. If not a food. Hay and fodder 
they like, but we have never tried f\-' 
lape. 
Perhaps it would be to their 


taste. One source of food that occur- 
red to me Is a lot of Carolina, poplar 
trees thru line the streets of the vll- 
hfrr, In the outskirts of whi-ch we live, 
I had knottTi of tlie fondness of cattle 
and Indian ponies for cottonwool! bark 


, and leaves In tlie wc.st, and so I tried 
| the rabbits on the tops of this tree, 


which is a cloBe relative of the western 
cottonwood. They tile every leaf and 
pooled branches as clean of bark as If 


I it had been done with knives. We feed 


them chiefly on this food durlnc ibe 


I- crowing sermon and have thus turned 


j the 1ops of a jrreat many trees Into 
| good, tender meat nnd Rave them much 


i needed pruning. Tlie manager of the 
! town conjp;u-.y talked of paying us for 


i the job. but never flld it They will 


also oat the tops of silver poplar, Balm 
of tillrad, nspcn. sassafras nnd many 
other trees and shrubs. There is no 
danger of poisoning them, their In- 
stinct being a safe guide as to what 
they should eat, unless they are starv- 
ed into eating what Is not good for 
them. 


There is no need of a special house 


for hares, although this would perhaps 
often be as cheap a way to arrange for 
them as any other. Let the boys and 
girls have a cntince to keep a few. 
They will fitid some place for them, 
but remember that cats and rats must 
be kept out. Inch mesh wire netting 
will keep them out and,the young rab- 
bits In. If kept on the ground they 
will dig like gophers, ai>d the wire 
fence must be set two feet deep. The 
old bucks must be kept shut up, and the 
breeding docs kept In Separate pens. A 
pen 8 by 7 gives ample room for « doe 
and her young. Four litters can easily 
be raised lu a year. 


We have hnfl very little disease 


among our hares. Dysentery from giv- 
ing too much food of one Kind has been 
the principal trouble. I like rabbit 
bunting, aud have done much of It, 
but It Is very handy to be able to go 
out any flay ana get a ntee "fry" with- 
out having to iJhaee "Brother Cotton- 
tall" for miles.
